FOR RIPPERS 


The fight on grasshoppers 
in 
Co* 
manehe county is being enorfftticnllg 
cotifinued and from all 
reports 
la 
bringing good results. 
The 
opinion 
seems to still be that by keeping up 
ttie fight the damage from the hoppers 
iu this section «*uu Im* held down to 
where It will not Im» of serious conre- 
qtience. 
However, this is a time when every 
farm er should Im? watching and ready 
to wag«* the w ar with the appearance 
of the hoppers at his 
fields, 
says 
County Agent Barton. Dne farm er re­ 
ports that the grasshoppers have en* 
ten u(t twenty-five acres of his cotton, 
it is stated, when he now believes th at 
h«* could have prex*ented the destruc­ 
tion If lie had been watching for them 
and had lM*en on the job in time. The 
dry w«*ather, the «*ounty agent says, 
will set the grasshopp«»rs to eating on 
the crops more than before and makes 
th«* continued fight on them more nec- 
«*ssary. 
Among the farm ers who have got­ 
ten poison from the supply ordered 
hy the «-ounty since the report of last 
Tlmrsilay, June 12, and who are us­ 
ing this poison in the fight on the 
grasshopcprs, are the following: Geo.
